OWINGSVILLE, Ky., July 12.—The 
entire community around Sugar Grove 
Church, this county, is stirred by the 
actions and words of Mrs. Anna Harrod, 
a woman preacher from Portsmouth, O. 

She preached Sunday night and said 
that the regular pastor had a “‘heart as 
black as hell” and church members 
‘had no sense” or they would not listen 
to his sermons. 

Other expressions caused members of 
the congregation to attempt to throw 
the woman out of the church, but they 
were restrained by the female members 
he congregation. Mrs. Harrod, how- 
ever, was ordered from the church with 
her assistants, Rev. E. L. Sanford of 
this county and Rev. Richart of Bour- 
County. Then the church doors 


were locked. 

Mrs. Harrod is about 35 years of age, 
and since coming to this country three 
years ago, from Portsmouth, O., to 
practice her doctrine of “Sanotification”’ 
many churches in the county have been 
disrupted. 


Many Churches Split. 


The churches at Licking union and 
Moore's Ferry,were entire.y broken up, 
and the old congregation who held to 
the principles taught by the regular 
pastors, erected new churches at both 
places, whilst most. of the people who 
followed Mrs. Harrod’s teachings use 
the old church for divine worship. 

At Slate Valley, this county, the 
church was almost broken up by Mrs. 
Harrod, and she was forced to hold her 
meetings in a tent. She 'was served 
with notices that if she did not leave 
the neighborhood she would be punished 
severely, and Charles Bailey, who of- 
fered her ground whereon to erect a 
tent, was told that if he continued to 
allow Mrs. Harrod to use his ground 
his stock would be killed and his build- 
ings burned, and furthermore, if he 
then did not heed the warning, his life 
would pay the forfeit. The woman left 
that vicinity. 


Had Large Congregations. 


From Slate Valley Mrs. Harrod went 
to Harper’s Schoolhouse, and such an 
objection was finally raised there that 
she left and went to Bald Eagle, this 
county, where her sect had erected a 
church with the assistance of Rev. E.

Health Commissioner “Fired” 
Man Who Couldn’t Make 
Steam in July, 


CONFERRED ON CHARGES 


Assistant Hospital Superin- 
tendent Tells of Meet- 
ings With Mayor. 


Somewhat of a damper was put on the 
trial before Mayor Wells of Health Com- 
missioner Simon Wednesday by the ap- 
pearance of Private Secretary James G. 
McConkey with an enormous armful of 
documentary evidence. 

The spectators and witnesses gathered 
in the Mayor's private office settled 
back with smothered sighs and prepared 
for another day of letter reading. 

They were quickly brought to a hap- 
pier state of mind, however, by the 
statement of Dr. W. C. G. Kirchner, As- 
sistant Superintendent of the City Hos- 
pital, who complained that a Henry 
Lasha, a fireman sent to the Emergency 
Hospital in 1908 by Dr. Simon, had failed 
in his efforts to raise steam in July. 

Dr. Kirchner didn’t mean it to sound 
quite that way, and when given an op- 
portunity by former Attorney-General 
E. C. Crow he explained that while no 
heat was needed in the hospital at that 
time, considerable steam was needed in 
the laundry. 

Subsequent testimony from the wit- 
ness was to the effect that he had com- 
plained against the fireman and Lizzie 
Connoly of the laundry force in particu- 
lar, with the result that “Dr. Simon 
fired the whole bunch.”’ 

Associate City Counselor Woerner 
coulén’t resist the temptation. He strug- 
gled with himself for a few seconds and 
then ejaculated so that everyone pres- 

“Why, Dr. Simon was a better fire- 
man than Lasha.”’ 

The terror of McConkey’s armful of 
documents was forgotten in the uproar 
that followed and the spectators sat 
erect and began to observe. 


Appointees Wouldnt Work. 

r. Kirchner spent a very uncomfort- 
able hour on the stand. His cross-ex- 
amination was conducted for Dr. Simon 
by Attorney-General Crow, whose affa- 
bility gave evidence that, like everyone 
except the witness, he was enjoying 
himself immensely. 

The witness touched the serious vein 
for a moment when he complained that 
during his stay” at’ Emergency Hospitar 
the discipline of the institution suffered 
from a division of authority. Many of 
the appointees of the institution had 
been placed there by Dr. Simon and at 
times refused: point blank to perform 
the work laid out for them by the Su- 
perintendent. 

In so doing, they stated, according to 
Dr. Kirchner, that they had been ap- 
pointed by Dr. Simon and “didn’t come 
there to work.”’

Owners Of gasoline or other oil-using 
automobiles must hereafter equip their 
machines with drip pans to catch up the 
oll and prevent its being dropped on the 
streets or they will come into violent 
contact with the law.

Not a Scheme to Defraud. 

The petition contended that there was 
nothing in the conduct of the bank 
which could justify the ‘‘attack’’ on it.

No pretense or 
promise, false or fraudulent, had been 
made, and it was not devised or con- 
ducted in a manner to violate the postal 
laws.

Case of John Toomey, Who 
Fell Against Washstand, 
Puzzles Physicians. 


LIVED ONLY FOUR HOURS 


Doctors in Doubt Whether Loss 
of Blood or Strangula- 
tion Was Fatal. 


John Toomey, 37 years old, struck his 
Adam's apple against the washstand in 
hts room ‘Wednesday and died four 
hours later at his home, 1919 Victor 
street. 

It was dark when Toomey arose and 
he stumbled and fell against the wash- 
stand, striking it with great force, its 
sharp corner coming in violent contact 
with his Adam's apple. 

A hemorrhage of the throat at once 
set in and Dr. B. M. Hypes of 2005 Vic- 
tor street was summoned. The hemor- 
rhage continued unabated, causing 
Toomey's death. 

The Coroner's office was notified of 
the strange tragedy and an inquest will 
be held. Deputy Coroner Gershon says 
the case is a most remarkable one, and, 
go far as he knows, has no parallel. 

Dr. Hypes says that both the blood 


vessels and air vessels of Toomey's 
throat were ruptured, and that air es- 
caped into the cellular tissues of the 
throat, causing a marked swelling and, 
probably, strangulation. 

It is because of this doubt as to the 
cause of death, whether from 
emorrhage or strangulation, that the 
physician notified the Coroner's office 
and asked for an inquest.

Judge Priest Refuses to Produce 
Books and Papers in 
Evidence. 


ATTORNEYS HAVE WORDS; 
GARDNER TELLS SECRETS 


Confesses Railroad Gave Infor- 
mation About Doings of 
Independent Companies. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 12.—Rebates 
were Ciscussed at the oil inquiry begun 
here yesterday before R. A. Anthony of 
Frederickstown, Special Commissioner 
of the Supreme Court. Rebates were 
again considered this morning. 

The State is finding some difficulty in 
Securing evidence with which to drive 
the Standard Oil Co. ouf of its domains, 
as Standard Oil agents or employes are 
being depended on as State witnesses, 

Attorney-General Herbert C. Hadley 
is being assisted by John Kennish and 
Rush C. Lake. Frank Hagerman of 
Kansas City appears for the Standard 
Oil Co. and the Republic Oil Co. 

Judge H. 8. Priest, J. V. Johnson and 
Charles Nagel of St. Louis represent the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. A. D. Eddy of 
Chicago, General Counsel for the Stand- 
ard, is present for that corporation and 
the Republic Oil Co. 

Judge Priest declined to produce cer- 
tain books and papers of the Standard 
Oil Co. on the grounds that Attorney- 
General Hadley’s motion was indefinite 
and in contravention of the Constitu- 


tion, which forbids weet a defendant 
to testify against himself. 


Standard Oil Has a Lid. 


. H. Gardner, manager of the Na- 
eohal Oil Co., told how Standard Ol: 
officials from ‘New York and Cleveland 
came to Missouri to arrange with him, 
aS agent for a Standard Oil branch, 
for rebates and ‘“‘other things that we 

reed must be kept under cover.” 

Mr. Gardner says the Standard and 
Waters Pierce companies were never to 
be found in the same field seeking busi- 
ness. “I never looked_at the Republic 
Oul Co. as anything. else than a Stand- 
ard Oil branch,” Mr. Gardner added.

BUFFALO, N., Y., Jul; 
Improvement Co., which ob.ained $250,- 
000 from the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society upon a mortgage that has re- 
sulted in an apparent loss to the so- 
ciety of over $200,000, 's now in the 
hands of a receivez, A trail of victims 
stretches behind it to tell the story of 
a gigantic real estate operation con- 
ducted on the principles of high finance. 

Chauncey M. Depew, who, when ex- 
amined by Superintenden: of Insurance 
Hendricks, declared'that he never had 
anything to do with the Equitable Loan 
of $250,000 to the Improvement company, 
heads the list of those who signed as 
stockholders to the certificate of con- 
sent to the mortgage filed in the County 
Clerk’s office of Erie County on Jan. Ll, 
1898. Mr. Depew’s name is also there at 
the head of signatures to annual reports 
of the Improvement company. 

The Depew Improvement Co, was or- 
ganized in 1892 with a capital of $1,500,- 
000. It bought a large tract of land, 
since called Depew, about 12 miles east 
of Buffalo. The prime movers in the 
deal were the late Walter 8, Webb and 
Charles A. Gould of New York and 
John A. Spoor of Chicago. They had 
the controlling stock, and the remainder 
of it was sold to leading business men 
of Buffalo. Among them were John L.

[It is rumored. that Admiral Kruger 
will resign his post in the navy. If he 
does not it is certain that he will be 
courtmartialed. 

He is known as one of the court ad- 
mirals, and experienced officers speak 
contemptuously of his abilities. 

The Czar today confirmed the ap- 
pointments of Admiral Birileff to be 
Minister of Marine to succeed Admiral 
Avellan who becomes a member of the 
Council of the Empire. 


SHOUVALOFF KILLED 
' BY POISONED BULLET

MOSCOW, July 12.—It was a poisoned 
bullet that killed Major-General Count 
Shuvaloff, Prefect of Police, yesterday. 

The slayer of Prefect of Police 
Count Shuvaloff is a student, and 
he made an unsuccessful attempt at 
suicide immediately after taking the 
life’ of his victim. His recent arrest 
was due to his participation in politi- 
cal agitation. 

Of this Shuvaloff had no knowledge. 

The is about 30 years old. 
He was decently, but not too cleanly, 
clothed. He certainly is not a work- 
ingman, and apparently not one of the 
educated class: 

The assassin Will not explain his deed, 
which has provoked intense popular in- 
dignation and sorrow. A great crowd 
quickly gathered before Count Shuva.- 
loff’s house @nd proved how much they 
abhorred the murder. 

The zemstovists will not be allowed 
to meet at Moscow July 19, although 
this simply carries out the Governor- 
General’s orders issued before Count 
Shuvaloff's assassination, 

It is positively announced that the 
Emperor will travel to Moscow, where 
on Wednesday the 19th inst., he will is- 
sue a proclamation summoning the rep- 
resentatives of the people to the Islin- 
sky Palace, Kremlin. Some of the of- 
ficials of the court already have come 
to Moscow to make preparations for the 
event. 

Peasants have overrun and destroyed 
a large amount of property belonging 
to the vast estate of the late Grand 
Duke Sergius near Dobinsky. 

More troops have been ordered there. 

In pursuance to instructions from the 
Russian admiralty, the Kniaz Potemkin 
is on her way to Sevastopol, having left 
Kusteji, Roumania, during the night in 
tow of the battleship Tehesme. 

Being apprehensive of a mutiny the au- 
thorities at Reval have ordered the sail- 
ors of the Russian cruisers Minine and 
Krem] to be relieved of their arms. Se- 
rious discontent has been manifested 
among the crews of the warships 
owing to the quality of the food sup- 
ply. The officer who is held responsi- 
ble for this state of affairs has been 
placed under arrest.

Its cold blade, collecting on its 
surface the moment it is drawn the vapor of the 
atmosphere; its immaculate texture, flashing light 


of bluish hue; its matchless edge, upon which his- 


tories and possibilities hang; the curve of its back, 
uniting exquisite grace ‘with utmost strength—all 
these thrill us with mixed feelings of power and 
beauty, of awe and terror.” 

It was the man who held it which made the sword 
formidable in Manchuria, in the face of machine gun 
and mortar. And if other nations are to make the 
revival of the sword effective in their fights, they 
must see that the man who wields it is worthy of it.

JUDGMENT AGAINST 
The BOOK TRUST 


Federal Court dieu Agreement 
on Prices of Copyright 
Books Is Illegal. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 12.—The Book Trust 
got a savage knockout blow in the 
United States Circuit Court here when 
Judge Ray gave a sweeping decision for 
R. H, Macey & Co., who had been sell- 
ing copyrighted books, mainly novels, 
below the retail price fixed by the trust 
of publishers. Judge Ray severely 
criticised the combination of publishers 
and beoksellers, which he holds to be 
violation of the anti-trust law. He said: 

‘When all publishers of and dealers 
in eopyright books—and nearly all new 
books ate copyrighted—combine to exact 
a fixed arbitrary price, etc., the readers 
of books become powerless, if they 
would read at all, not because of the 
monopoly granted or sanctioned by the 
Government in granting the copyright, 


but because of the new monopoly (the 
conspiracy of monopolists) created by 
the agreement and combination of these 
monopolists; one that is forbidden and 
denounced by the act of July 2, 1899."’ 

The opinion concludes: ‘‘The combina- 
tion is seeking to enforce against the 
defendants an uhlawful combination 
agreement, to which such defendants 
are not parties and by which they have 
not consented to become bound in sell- 
ing books of which they are the abso- 
lure owners.’

Japanese Fear. Inability of 
ussia to Give Guarantees 


for Armistice 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—On author- 
ity so high that it cannot be questioned 
it is stated here today that there will 
be no armistice pending the negotia- 
tions for peace between Japan and 
Russia. 

The Japanese, it is staed, consider 
that conditions in Russia are too un- 
certain for them to accept an armistice 


which might at any time be repudiated |

Consequently the war will go on un- 
til final peace terms are reached by the 
plenipotentiaries now on their way to 
this counry.

STATE 1S ENJOINED 
BY 18 RAILROADS 


KANSAS CITY, July 12.—Judge John 
F. Phillips, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court here, today granted the tem- 
porary injunction prayed for by Mis- 
souri railroads, restraining the State 
Railway and Warehouse Commissioners 
of Missouri and Attorney-General of the 
State from enforcing the maximum 
freight-rate law enacted by the last 


Legislature. 

When the law went into effect, on 
June 16, 18 railways in this State pe- 
titioned Judge Phillips to restrain the 
State officials from enforcing the act, 
the railroads making the claim that the 
rates provided in the new law were pro- 
hibitive and would amount to the con- 
fiscation of their property. 

The suit also was directed against 
three Kansas City shippers, intended to 
cover shippers as a class and to fore- 
stall any suits they might bring against
